PARIS, July 31—At the same time 
that Warsaw dispatches told of the 
beginning of armistice negotiations 
between m e Holes and the Bolshevik!

French Foreign Office indicated that 
there was ground for belief that an 
attempt to overthrow the Soviet gov­ 
ernment was being plotted by lead-; 
ers of the Russian armies, now at 
the high tide of their victory over- 
the Poles. 
Despite reports of dissension anc' 
even open rebellion in the Soviet 
armies, the Bolsheviks according to 
dispatches received here today, are 
continuing their victorious onward 
rush.

N atives com plained it de­ 
nuded the country, sending livestock, 
crops, oil, etc., to Moscow' and even 
pillaging homes. 
T alk of a general m ilitary upris­ 
ing against Lenin and T rotsky and 
the establishing of a m ilitary gov­ 
ernm ent gained plausibility from the 
fact that the red arm y is alm ost en­ 
tirely commanded by form er regular 
officers w ho served with the czar and 
th eir seeming loyalty to Moscow has 
long puzzled the Allies. 
Now offi­ 
cials profess to believe these leaders 
are only w aiting for a chance 
tn rn upon the Bolshevik governm ent 
and destroy It, and that th eir feigned 
loyalty is but a m eans to th is end 
to give them control of overw helm ­ 
ing m ilitary strength. 
T he Moscow' w ireless com m unique 
received here early this m orning an­ 
nounced the reds had captured O so- 
vietz and were pursuing the Poles. 
Capture of positions north of B iel- 
stok also was announced.

A barefoot 
Mexican servant pattered over the 
floor of great brick tiles. 
The re­ 
freshment he brought was “alligator 
pears.” 
Some of these were big and 
greenish skinned. 
Others, encas­ 
ed in deep brown, he called “chico,” 
or small 
This Mexican scene seems far re­ 
moved from either California or Jap­ 
an 
Yet the avocado, or “alligator 
pear” has far flung family connec­ 
tions.

of means of livelihood.

servations. 
Aerial observation proved to be 
the ideal method. 
‘‘In ten minutes 
aloft,” declared the government ento­ 
mologist, “I made 
more 
progress 
with my map than I had in weeks on 
the ground.'' 
Hearle took a big map 
tip with him in the airplane, piloted 
by Lieut. Th im. a w^r veteran, and 
as mosquito breeding places were lo­ 
cated indicated their position on the 
map. 
British Columbia, bv the way. in ­ 
tends to use hydroplanes to perform 
another Important function. 
Her 
forests are the most extensive and 
valuable in Canada, and they cover 
an undeveloped empire of thousands 
of square miles. 
It is proposed to 
use a hydroplane patrol system dur­ 
ing periods of fire danger. 
Hydro­ 
planes are preferred 
to 
land ma­ 
chines in order that inland ponds and 
lakes may be used as landing places. 
—The Colonist. Victoria, B. C.

seas singing or humming or w hist­ 
ling home tunes and new marching j 
songs. 
Many a soldier has forgotten the j 
horrors of the trenches, but not one j 
will ever forget "The Long. Long, 
Trail,” or "Pack Up Your Troubles,” 
or “Over There.” 
The orders issued by the W ar De­ 
partm ent tell the whole story—how, 
before the war, singing was consid­ 
ered only as a form of enterta’n- 
ment and not as a moans of develop­ 
ing military spirit. 
"Now,” run the orders, "by creat­ 
ing and maintaining good spirits, 
making lighter the burdens of the 
march, 
overcoming 
self-conscious­ 
ness, developing initiative, increas­ 
ing the power of the voice and pro­ 
ficiency 
in giving commands, 
the 
value of singing as a contributing 
factor to the fighting efficiency of 
the soldier is recognized.” 
A definite program is to he fol­ 
lowed in making the Army sing. 
So 
far as possible, m ilitary men will 
hold the posts of music directors in 
the department of the Army and at 
camps and stations, but 
civilians 
will he employed when and where 
necessary.- Kansas City Star.

Guest, who says th at the soviet 
system is “westernizing Russia along 
American trust lines” holds Sverdioff

’of one of several big “trusts” being 
1 developed under the soviet regime. In 
an interview, Guest, en route home 
I from Russia, said: 
“Sverdioff is an able, liberal mind­ 
ed man. Nominally Trotzky has con­ 
trol of the railway system of Russia, 
but a c t u a l l y Sverdioff is the control­ 
ler. Trotzky is the military command- 
; cr. The world may regard him as a 
literary dreamer; but he has shaken 
off that shell, and is a real military 
' commander. 
I travelled over lines which Sverd­ 
ioff had rebuilt in a year. They were 
a heap of ruins then. Ile is doing 
this work well and is reorganizing 
the Russian shipping also. Of course, 
to complete his task, he must have 
locomotives and spare parts for re­ 
pair of the old engines.” 
Sverdioff. according to Dr. Guest, 
typifies the spirit behind the ruling 
class—and he calls it ruling class de­ 
spite the alleged proletarian charac­ 
ter of the regime. He Is western in 
his thoughts and methods. And there 
are plenty of others of the same type 
who are dragging Russia out of the 
rut of the past at least in the mat­ 
ter of thought and organization, says 
the doctor. 
This development of "westerniza­ 
tion” is going to be of vast benefit to 
the nation, w hether sovietism re 
mains as it is, or is altered. 
Incidentally, 
Guest characterizes 
Le nine as a “fanatic” in the sense 
of being fanatically loyal to his ideas 
and convinced that it is a "cure all.” 
He is inclined to be narrow, though, 
“all in all. a great man,” says Guest. 
Some Russians think the “Revolu­ 
tion will hit 
America 
about 
next 
spring:. Guest hazarded 
"Russia, 
shut 
off 
from 
normal 
intercourse for so long, Is full of 
fantastic ideas about the rest of the 
world,” he said. “Leaders discussed 
with me, in all seriousness, the pros­ 
pects of the ‘revolution’ in America. 
They speculated as to whether it 
would happen this fall or next spring 
I couldn't argue with them much, but 
told them a few’ things to show the 
remoteness of a revolution In Amor- I 
ira -and they finally reached the con- j 
elusion, again in all seriousness that 
the revolution wouldn't come before j 
spring." 
He paused a minme and added: 
“And. I guess that's a bit early, too. i 
though I do believe America would 
have such a revolution before Eng­ 
land would.”

Shale is Salvation 
In the oil shale deposits of Utah. 
Colorado and W yoming lies buried 
the m otorists’ salvation, and a bed 
of unrealized w ealth th at is destined 
to add a new arui brilliant chapter 
to the rom ance or American develop­ 
m ent and exploitation. 
How nearly exhausted is the pres­ 
ent oil supply of the world m ay be 
seen from a few round figures. 
Since the underground pools w ere

Utah and Colorado—retu rn from 20 
j to 90 gallons of crude oil to the ton. 
The extraction of oil from shale 
1 is an old Industry th a t was begun in 
Scotland and has grown to consider 
able proportions there.

worked each year from the deposits 
in M idlothian and other countries. 
Yet the Scotch deposits are not as 
rich in oil as the

France also m aintains a shale oil

To ex tra ct the oil from shale the

V ariety of Products 
Among the products secured are 
gasoline, 
illum inating and lubricat­ 
ing oils, paraflne wax and sulphate 
of amm onia, w hich m akes a very fine 
fertilizer.

is 
obtained to, 
furnish all th a t is required by th e j 
shale reduction plant. 
The shale 
deposits of Colorado 
alone are estim ated to contain 58,- 
080,900,000 b arrels of oil. enough to | 
Keep IOO large reduction plants, each 
having a capacity of 200 barrels per 
day, busy for the next 800 years 
The U tah deposit of shale is fully 
as large, and th ere are enorm ous de­ 
posits in W yom ing, California and 
east as far as Indiana. 
The extraction of oil from shale, 
while not an expensive process, since 
it is m ostly a question of heat, which 
the fuel in th e shale supplies, and 
m achinery, n evertheless requires ex- 1 
pensive equipm ent and is in every
